was contained in a 


package deposited at the post- 
office ,by the Bank of Circle- 
ville and "was directed to some 
bankers at Portsmouth. The 
robber was hunted down by U. 
S. Postal Inspectors and was 
finally arrested, nearly a year 
later, Sept. 16, 1855. The cul- 
prit was Jerome Gearhart, a 
former employee at the local 
office. 
He was arrested at the

xtes Marshal William Doane. 


Edward Reynolds, a

Circleville resident and Joseph 
Palmer of Carlisle, Pa., were 
later taken into custody as ac- 
complices.

Banking Situation, Now Nation-Wide Problem, Holds 


Immediate Attention of New Executive; Con- 


ference Held With Hoover and Mills 


Friday Afternoon.

having the 


whole rod of a 
rifle 
explode 


through his neck, but he was 
only slightly injured and re- 
turned to his farm work within 
a few days. The man, a Mr. 
Stout, on the morning of Nov. 
G, 1866, had gone out into the 
yard to discharge the 
rifle. 


After it failed to explode sev- 
eral caps, he took the weapon 
into his home where he dis- 
covered that it was filled with 
wet powder. 
The Herald of 


the time describes the accident 
in these words: 


"On returning to the house, 


ic pricked some dry powder 
jito the tube and placed on it 
'cap, partly filled with pow- 


der. 
He then took the wiper, 


which had a ball screw on the 
end, put it into the rifle and 
screwed it into the ball. After 
getting; things so far ready for 
the operation, he set the trig- 
ger, cocked the rifle and set- 
ting his teeth on the wiper, 
pulled, while with another rod 
he set off the 
trigger. The 


rifle went off and rod and all 
passed through his neck and 
entered the wall of the house. 
He was but slightly 
injured 


and went to work in a few 
days.

WASHINGTON, March 
4.—Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt 


assumes the presidency of the United States today at one of 
the most critical periods in American history. 


Probably no president since Lincoln has ever undertaken 


the burdens of government with the times more ominous, and 


conditions more grave. 


The national capital is filled to- 


day 
with jubilant Democrats, 


gathered from the 48 states, but 
their exuberance is chilled by the 
realization of what lies ahead of 
the new chief executive 


Washington celebrated far into 


the night the advent of "the new 
deal" but while it celebrated, the 
apostle of "the new deal" slept 
soundly a few blocks away from 
the executive mansion to which 
he will be escorted in. triumph be- 
fore nightfall. 


STUDIES PROBLEMS 


The critical banking situation, 


which has enforced banking holi- 
days or restricted withdrawals in 
more than half the country in 
recent weeks, occupied the atten- 
tion of the President-Elect almost 
to the last moment of his private 
life.

Watchful Army 
Of Agents Guard 
Notables Today 


Greatest Array of Secret Ser- 


vice Men In History In 


Capital. 


WASHINGTON, 
March 4. — 


President Roosevelt and the re- 
tiring President, Herbert Hoover, 
were guarded at the inaugural 
ceremonies today by the greatest 
array of secret service and de- 
partment of justice agents ever 
assembled-far Washington. 


W. H. Mbran, chief of 
the 


secret 
service, and J. Edgar 


Hoover, chief of the bureau of In- 
vestigation of the justice depart- 


ber of men concentrated here. 
However, several hundred opera- 
tives formed the personal guard. 


Operatives of both agencies were 


distributed through the crowds, as 
well as closely surrounding the 
new and retiring chief executives. 
The police and the military also 
added to the security for the 
inaugural. 


DISCLOSE THREATS 


It was understood a number of 
threats against high officials bad 
been brought to the attention of 
the authorities but none was re- 
garded particularly serious. 


Secret service agents had most 


of the known radicals spotted and 
those regarded as dangerous will 
be watchsd during the day. 
The 


names of most of the radicals of 
the country are well known to the 
government authorities. 


The secret service brought 
in 


all available men from the coun- 
try, leaving the branch 
offices 


temporarily with only skelton or- 
ganizations.

Ogden L. Mills, the continuing 
governor of the federal reserve 
board. Eugene Meyer, * and Prof. 
Raymond Moley, whose advice to 
the incoming chief executive is to 
be recognized by his appointment 
to an administrative position in 
the state department. 


Only a brief 
commique was 


issued after this unprecedented 
conference, 
and it 
cryptically 


stated that "Mr. Roosevelt and 
Mr. Hoover took up a number of 
matters, all of which will have to 
be taken up by the new adminis- 
tration."

it should be destroyed. The stable 
should be thoroughly cleansed and 
disinfected. 


All animals that ,v.ave been exposed 


to the diseased horse should be 
watched and again tested after three 
weeks have elapsed. It is imperative 
that the men who handle the in- 
fected horses wear rubber gloves, use 
disinfectants and other methods of 
protection against th- disease. 


It is true that glanders is a rare 


affliction of mankind, but it must not 
be forgotten that if is a serious dis- 
ease for \vhieh we uave no definite 
cure. 
Scientists ^in their efforts to 


combat disease and suffering often 
succumb lo this affliction. 
Only a 


short time ago three eminent Euro- 
pean scientists died of this disease. 
They were investigating the cause 
of a milO outbreak of g-landers. 
In 


their examination of the suspected 
horses they became infected with the 
germs of the disease. 


This story telis of only one of the 


many sacrifices made by scientists 
in their strenuous endeavors to help 
lessen the sufferings of mankind. It 
brings home to us our indebtedness 
to these men for their untiring ef- 
forts.
